Yankees Rip Mile 
Through Nippon 
Okinawa Forces 

GUAM, May 23 (U.R) — Veterans of the Boventh division rip- 
ped a mile through the shuttered eastern end of the Japanese 
line on Bouthem Okinawa today after capturing the anchor 
stronghold of Yonabaru, 

The seventh, back in battle after a rest behind the lines, 
at Iflflt reports was l.'lOO yards southenst of Yonnbaru and 
still advancing despite increasing enemy resiatiince aa the 
enemy rallied from his initial defeat. 

In the early stages of the battle, American Sherman tanks 
knocked out six of nine Japanese tanks on the outskirts of 
Yonabnru in the first armored battle of the Okinawa cam- 
paign. Infantry killed 1,000 enemy troops in fierce hnnd-to- 
hand fighting. 

The thrust already haa 
turned the Japanese line on 
southern Okinawa and laid 
open both the bitterly-defend- 
ed island citadel of Shuri and 
the west coast port of Naha, 
capital of the island, to at- 
tacks from the flank and rear. 

Yonabaru. largest cast consl port 
and fifth largest city on Olilnawa, 
lies at the aouthwcjl comer of 
Nakaguauku bay, on rxccllcnt naval 
anchoraac. The bay soon will be 
open to Amerlc.in ahlpplns.

Election in Britain

LONDON, May 23 (/P)— Prime Minister Churchill reaigned today, breakinff up Grwtt 
Britain a wartimo coalition Kovemment and giving tho signal for tho nation's first general 
election in a decade. 

Chtirchiil ia expected, on request of King George, to form a temporary government imme- 
diately to serve aa caretakers" until after tho election, probably July 6. Thr«e wedu will 
elapse before the king formally ilisHolvea the heavily Conservative parliament. 

The British Press association predicted tho new government will include auch men a& Sir 
John Anderson, Sir James Grigg, Sir Andrew Duncan and Lord Leathers, prewar business 
""^rii.^, 1? V P""*^'"'' backgrounds. AH were called into the government to do special jobs. 

The full list is not expected to bo ready before Sunday or Monday, as Churchill will need 
the intervening time to fill vacancies left by the departure of Labor and Liberal ministers.

Ice a hitherto unknown story of her miner, 
the tirst World war President. 

The day belore Woodrow Wilson died. Mrs. 
McAdoo said, he told his driuRhters mat It 
was right that the United States had not 
Joined the League of Nations In 102u. lie was 
reconciled to the fact that, though our en- 
trance Into the league which he nao con- 
ceived would have been a great victory for 
him. It would not have worked because "deep 
down In their hearts the American neoplc 
didn't really believe In U." 

Some day, he prophesied, this eountry 
would Join a league of nations b i It 
really wanted to — and then and tnun only 
would It work. 

That story makes comlorttng reading, and 
also rather startling news. It Is comn)rilng 
lor the admirers of Wilson to know mat, he 
did not go to his grave the embltten irt- 
brokcn man that history has pictured him, 
and that he came to credit popular reeling 
rather than a senate conspiracy for our aloof- 
ness. Knowing this, we can be sure iiiai he 
met death with more happiness and peace or 
mind, than has been believed. 

But why, one wonders, did the story re- 
main so long untold? Why was the country 
allowed to believe that a villainous "little 
group of willful men" In the senate had de- 
nied the wishes ol the people, sabotaged ua 
Into Isolationism, and helped to precipitate 
j I the second world conflict? 
ij President Wilson's stature would not have 
I ■ been decreased by revealing what Mr. Edson 
has called "an Important new footnote to 
I ' history." But the record of Lodge and the rest 
in the league debate, though none too shining 
at best, would not appear as black as It has 
I '■ now become. 

After aJ!, It Is not a light thing to accuse 
even dead men of having hastened such a 
: conflict as this which, though half finished, 
I wo are still righting. 

Ij For It Is not too certain that even with 
' America In the league, war could have been 
I averted. There Is too much evidence that 
there were men of other countries who "deep 
I down In their hearts" did not really believe 
in the league. 

In any event, Mrs. McAdoo's belated revela- 
tion is a good story, and a weloome one. And 
her father's prophecy which she disclosed 
la penetratingly correct. 
Today the American people, having en- 
I dured another and more frightful lesson, 
i really want a league tor peace. So do the 
jl peoples or the world. So, we believe, do the 
I' peoples' representatives at San Francisco, 
even though some are not yet wholly purged 
of narrow seir-lnterest. And this time, we 
devoutly hope, Wilson's dream will be real- 
ized.
